On ‘‘Mo rmo nism,” 


‘SAINTS’ WERE PRESENT. 


A Quartette Took Excep tion to th e 
Sermon and Were Ejected 
from th e Ch urch . 


Rev. J. H. A lbert, p astor of th e 
First 
Congregational 
ch urch , 
p reach ed a sermon on ‘‘Mormon- 
ism” Sunday nigh t, and, at th e re­ 
quest of th e M inisters’ alliance, 
furnish ed th e D e m o c r a t with th e 
I 
following synop sis of h is remarks : 
A quartette of M ormons were 
p resent during th e services, and 
took violent excep tion to th e re­ 
marks of th e divine. 
In fact, th ey 
became 
quite demonscative and 
h ad to be ejected from th e ch urch . 
R ev. A lb ert’s utterances follow : 
Mormonism is a term nsed to 
designate th e religious and social 
system of a body of p eop le calling 
th emselves th e Latter Day Saints 
of Jesus Ch rist, but know n to th e 
outside world as Mormons. 
Th e 
system rests on th e Book of Mor- 
-4^mon^ 
written, th e claim is, 
by 
Mormon, th e last of th e insp ired 
p rop h ets of th e ancient ch urch of 
America, about A . D. 420. 
M ormon 
was killed in battle. 
H is son, Moroni, h aving received 
th e book from h is fath er, buried it, 
at th e command of God, in th e h ill 
Cudom ah , 
in 
N ew 
York, now 
ow ned by Adm iral Samp son. 
In th e year 18 27 th e angel Mo­ 
roni 
p laced 
th is 
book 
in th e 
h ands of Josep h Smith , togeth er 
w ith a p air of sp ectacles, by means 
of wh ich alone th e book could be 
read. 
Josep h , sitting beh ind a bed 
quilt draw n across one corner of 
h is m oth er’s kitch en, 
read th e 
book, th rough th e sp ectacles, in 
English , and it was written down 
by a scribe, sitting on th e oth er 
side of th e curtain. 
Th en 
th e 
book was taken by th e angel M o­ 
roni, and no man h as seen it since. 
Th e wh ole fabric th us is built 
on th e word of Josep h Smith . 
O f Sm ith it may be said, w ith ­ 
out ap p arent p ossibility of contra­ 
diction, th at h e was convicted be^- 
fore p ublic op inion, by every com­ 
m unity in wh ich h e lived, by many 
of h is own closest adh erents, of 
dish onesty, beastly licentiousness, 
of stealing wh enever op p ortunity 
offered.

Th e real origin of Mormonism 
was a h istorical novel, written by 
^ a minister named Solomon Sp auld­ 
ing, 
entitled 
“ Th e Manuscrip t 
F oun d.” 
Sp aulding 
h eld

descendants of th e lost tribes of 
Israel. 
He th rew h is th eory into 
th e form of a h istory. 
He died 
w ith out h aving h is book p ublish ed. 
A p rinter by th e name of Rigdon 
took a cop y of th e manuscrip t. 
E nterin g 
th e 
ministry, 
h e be­ 
gan 
p reach ing 
some 
“ strange 
doctrines.” 
Later 
h e 
or­ 
ganized an indep endent ch urch at 
M entor, Oh io. 
Meantime, Sm ith , 
h aving left 
h is h ome in P alm yra, N. Y ., was 
w orking in Pennsylvania, for one 
W m . H . Sabine, at wh ose h ouse 
was boarding th e widow of Sp auld­ 
ing. 
Sh ortly after h is return h ome 
h e was visited by R ig don — early 
in th e summer of 18 27 . Very soon 
after th is visit Sm ith h ad th e vis­ 
ion of th e angel Mojsoni, and re­ 
ceived from h im th e long lost Book 
of Mormon. 
T h e angel Moroni 
was R igdon and th e “ book” was 


Sp aulding’s novel done over by 
Smith and Rigdon.

Tailor said in 1S9 7 -.'“ Ovilford 
Woodruff is a p rop h et, and I know 
th at h e h as a great many p rop h ets 
around h im, and h e can make 
Scrip tures as good as th ose in th e

Polygamy— Mormons now 
claim to h ave abolish ed p olygamy, 
in accordance with th e laws of th e 
United States.

W ith th em th e p rincip le 
is as eternal as God h imself. Here 
is wh at th ey say : 
“ Ail th ose wh o 
h ave th is law (p lural marriages) 
revealed Unto th em must obev th e 
same, and if ye abide not in th at 
covenant (p lural marriages) th en 
are ye dam ned.”

Covenants.) 
Th ey h old th at God 
h imself is a p olygamist- -see dis­ 
courses of Josep h Smith and Brig­ 
h am Young.

W e claim 
th e p rivilege of worsh ip ing th e A l­ 
migh ty God according to th e dic­ 
tates of

conscience, 
and 
allow 
all 
men 
th e 
same 
p rivilege, 
let ■ 
th em 
worsh ip 
h ow, wh ere or wh at th ey may. 
T h at sounds like a p iece out of th e 
comp act of our own Pilgrim F ath ­ 
ers (not Puritans) entered into on 
th e Mayflower. 
Here is th e Mormon interp reta­ 
tion : 
I say, rath er th an ap ostates 
sh ould flourish h ere, 
I will un­ 
sh eath my bowie knife and con­ 
quer or die. Now, you nasty ap os­ 
tates, clear out or judgment will 
be p ut to th e line. 
I want 
you to h ear, bish op s, wh at I am 
about to tell you, kick th ese men 
out 
of 
your 
wards.— Brigh am 
Young.

W ABASH TROUBLE. 


The Situa tio n Rema ins Abo ut 
the Sa me. 


TA LK OF CHIEF AETHUH 


President Ashley Refers the Matter 
Back to the (reneral Manag-er 
for Settlement. 


. The Wabash Railroad’s labor 
trouble showed few developments 
yesterday, says this morning’s St. 
Louis Giobe-Democrat. 
Late 
in 
the afternoon a telegram was re­ 
ceived from President Ashley, dat­ 
ed New York. 
This message was 
not given out, 
but it is known 
that, without definitely granting 
any demand or reversing any posi­ 
tion taken by Mr. Ramsey, it re­ 
fers the matter back to the general 
manager’s department, and, on the 
strength of it, the men will again 
seek to secure a conference. 
“ I have been misquoted, ” said 
Chief Arthur, “ in that it is charged 
that I held this Wabash matter 
over the heads of other companies. 
What I did say to the management 
of one other road, in a purely con­ 
versational way, was ‘ when we are 
through with you we shall tackle 
the Wabash. ’ 
The fact is I met 
and conferred with the other roads 
before I even knew of a certainty 
1 should be officially called into 
this matter. 
“ I have no objection to any of 
my utterances to the other roads 
being published to 
the world. 
It had 
this 
extent— no 
more. 
‘There is a feeling of unrest among 
the men. 
They feel themselves 
entitled to more pay for increased 
labor and responsibility, 
and I 
shall sustain them because I be­ 
lieve they are right. ’ 
But I have 
made no threats, and never did say, 
or imply, that the Wabash would 
be used as a stepping-stone of our 
orders to effect a landing on other 
lines. 
“ We have made the same de­ 
mands of other roads 
that 
we 
make to the Wabash, and these 
demands were not granted, but the 
roads conferred with us, granted 
minor concessions, and left the re­ 
lationship with their men tranquil 
and kindly. 
Mr. Ramsey could 
have accomplished the same thing. 
W e do not care about this official 
recognition of us, as the heads of 
our orders; what we want is to 
satisfy our men on what we be­ 
lieve to be just cause for complaint. 
“ The schedule is not the only 
matter at issue, though the others 
may be of miaor import. 
The 
Wabash manager’s refusal to see or 
confer with us, if persisted in, re­ 
lieves us, as official heads of our 
orders, of all responsibility, what­ 
ever the men may conclude to do, 
or however the matter may result. 
I admit the Wabash is paying fair 
wages, as compared with the other 
roads east of the river, but there 
are other, if minor, matters aside 
from the question of advance in 
wages. ” 
Mr. Ramsey, seen at his office, 
said there was nothing new in the 
situation.

Humphrey side by side at Passi on 
a beautiful hill overlooking the 
Passi river. 
Our squad were the 
pall-bearers for poor Humphrey. 
I made him a coffin out of hard­ 
wood taken from a church, and we 
placed the Stars and Stripes around 
his body for a shroud. 
“ It is a grand sight to see our 
officers go into battle. 
They are 
as cool as it on dress parade. Even 
Gen, Hughes and his staff officers 
are always found on the field close 
up to the firing line. ”

Speaking of the Boers as a 
people, Mr. Mosenthal said: “ The 
Boer has no personal courage. 
He 
will fight when he is under cover, 
but in the open, man to man, he is 
no match for either the Briton 
or 
any other white antagonist. 
“ The Boers 
don’t, as a class, 
possess any education, and don’t 
w'ish to possess any. 
The moment 
a Boer becomes changed from the 
simple farmer to the city resident 
and his financial condition is en­ 
hanced 
thereby 
he 
becomes 
a 
British subject and renounces the 
Boer traditions. 
“ Personally, I believe that the 
war situation now centers in the 
district around Ladysmith, and 1 
believe that tiie British will gain a 
decisive victory soon, in which case 
the trouble will be virtually over.” 
Regarding the Delagoa bay sit­ 
uation. 
Mr. Nlosenthal said that 
in case of its being closed by E n g ­ 
land, which has the first claim on 
it by existing treaties with Portu­ 
gal, there wonld be no inlet or out­ 
let for Boer munitions of war, the 
distance from points in the interior 
being entirely too great to admit 
of sending supplies of any kind 
from that direction.

The colTm^, with the remain s of 
George IIL, George IV., William iV., 
the duke of Ken t, the duke of York 
Prin ces Octavius an d Alfred (chil 
dren of George HI., removed from 
Westmin ster abbey ), the duchess of 
Brun swick, the Prin cesses Charlotte 
an d Elizabeth (children of William 
IV.), Queen Charlotte, Prin cess Char 
lotte. Prin cess Amelia, Queen Ade 
laide. Prin cess Augusta, Kin g George 
V., of Han over, an d last of all tlie 
presen t duchess of York’s mother, the 
duchess of Teck, are bein g movec. 
from where they lay to make room 
for those who must in evitably follow 
in the y ears that areto come. 
The roy al sepulcher, which is situ­ 
ated directly ben eath St. George’s 
chapel an d the roy al memorial chape 
at Win dsor castle, is on e of the places 
to which n o member of tlie public is 
ever admitted.

The bottom gain ed, n otliin g more 
was visible for a time but the lieavy 
gloom, all tlie more weird by the dim 
light given by on e or two sickly can ­ 
dles an d the lauiern carried by the 
watchman . /(Gradually , as the ey es 
accustomed themselves to the light, 
or, rather, the darkn ess, on e began 
to distin guish massive octagon al j)il- 
lars, supportin g what « een icd a vault­ 
ed roof. Down the cen ter ran a lon g 
ston e table, an d roun d the sides some 
shelves, upon which rested stran ge, 
dark thin gs that did n ot, in the gloom, 
look what tliev reallv were— the cof­ 
fin s con tain in g the dust an d ashes of 
lon g sin ce departed roy alties. 
To discover wlio lay there the ])rivi- 
leged visitor had to ex plore v/ith tlie 
aid of the lan tern an d peer in to the 
in scription s on the tombs. 
Cold,, si­ 
len t, eclioless. as weird a i)lace as ever 
on e foun d himself in , is the roval 
sepulcher at Win dsor. 
But all that is bein g chan ged n ow. 
The shelves for the reception of the 
dead are bein g rearran ged by her 
majesty ’s order, 
in fact, the coffin s 
are bein g shifted n ow. 
The ston e 
tables upon which the drad have lain 
ever sin ce iheir en tombmen t are be­ 
in g lifted to the sides an d a beautiful 
marble altar is bein g erected at the 
east side of the vault.

A Nov el Plan Successfully Carried Out 
at Wallscnd. 
A paper read before the British In ­ 
stitute of Min in g En gin eers describes 
the feUin g of a large-chimn ey at Vfall- 
sen d some mon ths ago. The chimn ey , 
which had been built in 18 79 , was 
8 26 feet high, 21 feet in outside di­ 
ameter an d 14 feet in in side diameter, 
at the bottom; an d 14 feet in outside 
diameter an d 12^ feet in in ^de diam­ 
eter. ajL the .tjan .
